FEDERAL-PROVINCIAL 
CENTENNIAL GRANTS 
OPPORTUNITY FOR 
"SOMETHING EXTRA’ 


“That something extra’’ of a lasting 
nature—projects that might never be real- 
ized in the ordinary course of events—is 
the purpose of the Federal-Provincial Cen- 
tennial Grants program now under way from 
coast to coast. 
By means of this program, municipalities 
in Canada have an opportunity to Carry 
out an imaginative and lasting project dedi- 
cated to 1967, and the federal and pro- 
vincial governments will help them pay for 
it, sharing up to one-third of the cost at 
each level. 
Thus, the municipalities, or initiating 
agencies, and in certain provinces regions 
or groups of municipalities, have been pro- 
vided with the means to do something 
worthwhile in their communities for 1967 
and also to use these projects as a stimulus 
to Centennial planning generally among 
businesses, industry and volunteer groups in 
their localities. A number of municipalities 
have added a fourth dimension—public sub- 
scriptions to finance major Centennial proj- 
ects. It is a remarkable plam designed for a 
remarkable year. 
As of the end of October, 1,119 munici 
palities across the country have received ap- 
proval for a variety of projects totalling 
$39.5 million dollars. The federal Centen- 
nial contribution to these projects amounts 
to $7.8 million dollars. 
While many of the approved projects are 
in the nature. of museums, libraries, Cen- 
tennial parks and recreational centres, some 
municipalities have shown that little extra 
bit of imagination in doing that “something 
special’. For example: 
—A Japanese garden and teahouse in 
Lethbridge, Alberta. 

—An 18-foot, three level Centennia! 
fountain in Penticton, B.C. 

—A large, open book carved out of 
granite featuring local history and In- 
dian art in Longlac, Ontario.

An interesting commitment on the part 
of an American group to undertake a proj- 
ect for Canada’s Centennial year was made 
at the recent B’nai B’rith District Six Con- 
vention in Chicago. The project will be an 
expression of interest in Canada’s birthday 
by 48,000 Midwestern and Prairie members 
of the organization. Plans for the project 
are understood to include a travelling ex- 
hibit of Canadiana assembled at the B’nai 
B’rith archives in Washington, D.C. The 
collection will tour Canada during 1967. 





Seventeen delegates from eight tribes 
have agreed that the major areas for In- 
dian centennial celebrations in 1967 should 
be Caughnawaga, Que., and Qu’Appelle, 
Sask. 


A resolution recommending eastern and 
western headquarters for Indian celebrations 
was passed unanimously at a meeting here 
led by Gene Lahache, of the Caughnawaga 
reserve near Montreal. 


Tribes represented were the Odawa, Mo- 
hawk, Ojibway, Sioux, Cree, Blackfoot, Sal- 
teaux and Algonquin.

Gordon Green, editor of the Family Herald 
of Montreal. 





The community of Milton, Ontario, has 
undertaken an interesting Centennial project 
. . . one that should prove popular with 
residents and visitors during ‘67 and the 
future. Milton’s Mill Pond is to be ‘’dressed 
up’’ with a wharf, an island, bridges, a 
waterfall, flower gardens, nature walks, boat 
rentals and children’s zoo. The zoo will 
feature native Canadian animals. 


A new booklet published by the Royal 
Ontario Museum could prove a very handy 
item for Centennial planners engaged in 
pageant programs. The booklet is entitled, 
“Women's Costume in Early Ontario’’, and 
describes and illustrates clothing worn by 
women in the period 1784 to around 1870. 
Copies of the booklet are available for pur- 
chase from the Royal Ontario Museum, in 
Toronto, at a cost of 40 cents each. 








Several young men from across Canada 
may have an opportunity to “reach the 
top” through an unusual Centennial project 
planned for 1967. The proposed scheme is 
part of the Centennial Commission’s athletic 
program and involves the climbing of a 
range of Yukon mountains. Three-men 
teams from the provinces and territories will 
be invited to climb one of the peaks and 
plant their provincial flag at the top. The 
particular peak will then be named in honor 
of that province. The proposed project is 
under the direction of Amold Charbonneau, 
sports co-ordinator of the Centennial Com- 
mission. 


As Canada begins celebrating her 100th 
birthday, people all over the world are going 
to hear about it, thanks to a group of 
people from St. Paul, Alberta, 130 miles 
northeast of Edmonton. 


Through an agent in France, the St. Paul 
Centennial committee is arranging to have 
church bells all over Europe chime in Can- 
ada’s honor Jan. 1, 1967, and similar ar- 
rangements will be made in the U.S. and on 
other continents. 


This is only one project of the many 
undertaken by St. Paul, described as “‘the 
most inspirational Centennial community in 
the country.””

Public libraries, a stadium, community 
centres, a town hall, an auditorium, a mu- 
nicipal building, make up many of the 64 
Centennial projects now underway in New- 
foundland under the Federal Provincial Cen- 
tennial Grants Program. 


New Brunswick now has 47 projects 
underway, the most recent of which is a 
Museum and Handicrafts Centre in the 
town of Caraquet, N.B. 
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The Lethbridge Kinsmen Club is propos- 
ing a miniature railway and reconstruction 
of Fort Whoop-Up in Indian Battle Park as 
its contribution for Canada’s 100th birthday 
in 1967. The project, which will cost $67,- 
000, may receive assistance in the form of 
a grant from the City of Lethbridge. 





The principal of Lethbridge Collegiate 
has proposed a production of a Centennial 
booklet containing biographies of prominent 
citizens of the city. 





Women’s Musical Club of Winnipeg, 
Manitoba, plans to offer a special Centen- 
nial Scholarship worth $1,000.00. The 
Club has consistently maintained a policy of 
assisting deserving young artists to further 
their musical education. The Scholarship 


will be in keeping with this policy. If pos- 
sible a second Scholarship of $500 will be 
awarded in 1967 to a musical student resi- 
dent in Manitoba.
